The Board of Selectmen were so honored by 
this gift, that they presented a proclamation to Mr. And 
Ms. Potter that the flag will be flown next to Town Hall on 
Veterans' Day and each Veterans' Day thereafter. When 
not being flown, it will be displayed in Town Hall in a 
special case.

At 6:10 pm, the board began to interview sepa- 
rately each of three candidates for appointment to the 
Capital Planning Committee. First to be interviewed was

He would 
have no problem with the commitment of time necessary

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of Select- 
men was called to order on Tuesday, December 6 at 7:03 
pm by Chairman Jonathan Henry. Also present were 
Selectman Andrew Jeffrey Selectman David Pierce, Town 
Administrator Jack Dolan, and Secretary Helene Craver.

VOMITING CATS 

I have 2 cats. Both have vomited in the house a few times a week since I 
have owned them. The 5 year old female really pigs out. She eats her dry 
cat food really fast and then vomits it about 5 minutes later. We try feeding 
her small, frequent meals and that seems to help but it is labor intensive. 
Do you have any thoughts? 

Cats that eat their food very rapidly and then vomit need to have 
their food intake slowed down. Try covering the food with 2-4 golf 
balls. The cat will have to nudge the balls out of the way to get a 
mouthfull and this will slow down their eating. Changing from dry 
to canned food may also help but will make more of a mess if it 
doesn't stay down. 

My other cat has always vomited 3-4 times a week. She vomits, food some- 
times and just yellow frothy bile at others. Occasionally there is a clump of 
hair in the vomit. She seems healthy and happy otherwise. What can I do 
to help her? 

This may be more difficult to manage. Cats with this pattern of 
vomiting may have a number of problems. Two of the more com- 
mon are a bacterial infection in the stomach caused by Helicobacter 
felis or a condition called inflammatory bowel disease. Try chang- 
ing your cats diet to a different kind of food. Often the use of a pre- 
mium cat food will help. If 2-3 diet changes over a couple of months 
is not helpful then discuss the problem with your veterinarian.

pleted all the necessary training for the Marion position. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to ap- 
point Mr. Johnson as a Special Police Officer upon Chief 
Miller's recommendation. 

The board agreed to hold approval of the remain- 
ing 2006 license renewals until Wednesday, December 15 
when they meet prior to the Annual Holiday Party at the 
Marion Music Hall. 

Harbormaster Michael H. Cormier next submitted 
a recommended change in the town's Island Wharf and 
Old Landing Boat Berths Rules and Regulations, to wit: if 
the Harbormaster or his designee determines that a vessel 
is not in seaworthy condition due to lack of bailing, the 
Harbormaster or his designee may pump out the vessel 
and the owner will be assessed a fee of $10 per pump-out 
at the end of the boating season.

In other matters, the board authorized Mr. Dolan 
to enter into an agreement with a Fire Consultant to look 
into the purchase of a new ladder apparatus and the need 
for expansion to the town's central Fire Department, with 
Selectman Henry abstaining. 

At 7:25 pm the board met with members of the 
Board of Health (BOH) to discuss their clerical assistant's 
position. According to BOH Chairman Samuel W. McFad- 
den, his board has employed a full-time clerk since 1998. 
When their longtime Administrative Assistant, Lisa D. 
Perry, recently went out on sick leave, Town Administra- 
tor Jack Dolan posted a new joint full-time clerical posi- 
tion to serve both the Board of Health and the Planning 
Board. 

The new 39-hour-a-week posting seeking a "Se- 
nior Clerk /Bookkeeper for the Planning Board and Board 
of Health" would be paid $15.15 an hour and would be 
under Mr. Dolan' s direct supervision as part of the Mari- 
on Town House's reorganized "Administrative Services" 
umbrella. 

"This decision was made without input from the 
Board of Health, or its consent," Mr. McFadden said. "We 
strenuously object to the Town Administrator's action, 
both on grounds of legality and policy." 

"The people (of Marion) voted to fund a full-time 
clerk for the Board of Health in 1998," added board mem- 
ber Elizabeth S. Dunn.

handing out a bunch of pink slips." 

It was noted that former Board of Health Clerk 
Lisa Perry has applied for the joint position as posted. 

"I'm frankly astonished at the amount of dis- 
information and misinformation being presented here 
tonight," Mr. Dolan said. "I did not seek the consent of the 
Board of Health, and did not need to, but I certainly did 
consult with Board of Health Chairman (Dr. McFadden). 
This position is under my direct supervision. I've seen for 
some time that there's been a disparity in the division of 
work being done at the Town House. I also want to correct 
what's happening here. It's not one person covering two 
boards. It's one-and-a-half persons covering two previ- 
ous full-time positions. I have the opportunity to view 
the work that's being done during Town House business 
hours and I'm thoroughly convinced that one-and-a-half 
staff persons can cover the workload without any prob- 
lem." 

For example, Mr. Dolan added that he is recom- 
mending the medical screenings which are frequently 
conducted in the Marion Town House under the purview 
of the Board of Health be moved to the existing Planning 
Board offices so as to provide residents with greater pri- 
vacy during these sessions. 

"Frankly, I'm in a better position to see what work 
is done in (the Marion Town House) during the day than 
the Board of Health," Mr. Dolan said. "I believe this is in 
the best interest of the town and I stand by my position." 

"When this was (first) proposed to us, it was done 
professionally and there was a lot of time and effort put 
into it," Selectman Jeffrey agreed. "When you take 52 
weeks (out of the year), I'm sure 40 hours is not needed 
(every week)."

our full-time position because we feel it is necessary," Mr. 
Johnson said. 

"We feel the real losers in this are going to be the 
townspeople," Chairman McFadden added. "We are not 
going to be able to provide the same services as profes- 
sionally and timely as we have been. We're here to protect 
the health of the townsfolk and make sure that everything 
runs smoothly." 

"I just resent the implication that I would do any- 
thing to jeopardize the health of the people of Marion," 
Mr. Dolan said. "I see what happens here on a daily basis 
and, again, I have to go with my best judgment." 

In addition to the full-time shared clerical posi- 
tion, Mr. Dolan added he plans to hire a part-time position 
to assist with both boards and, eventually, hire a part-time 
Town Planner to assist solely with the Planning Board. "If 
one factors that into the equation, too, the time element 
would actually exceed what is currently allocated to the 
two boards," he said. 

Although asked, the Board of Selectmen declined 
to take any vote reaffirming Mr. Dolan's decision, since 
the recommended change was clearly under the purview 
of the Town Administrator's authority and job descrip- 
tion. 

Members of the Planning Board then requested 
to be heard on this issue, after submitting a similar letter 
opposing the consolidation. 

"I applaud Mr. Dolan's efforts to streamline 
(Town House) operations, but we are seriously behind in

to the Alcohol Beverage Control Commission (ABCC), the 
establishments are allowed to open on Sundays during 
the holiday season but not before 12:00 noon. 

"I thought it was before noon on Sundays," 
Chairman Laboa said, noting the recent notice sent out by 
the ABCC was vague. 

Mr. Huntoon also advised the board that the town 
has received a check for $1,028 which represents half of 
the money seized in a drug bust in March 2005 in which 
the Rochester Police Department assisted. "The interest- 
ing thing about forfeiture money is it's completely under 
the control of the Chief of Police," Mr. Huntoon said. "It 
has to be used for drug-related (police) enforcement." 

In other matters, Mr. Huntoon advised he re- 
ceived a letter from the attorney representing residents of 
the Snows Pond Road neighborhood requesting the Board 
of Selectmen's opinion of the proposed YMCA property in 
town. 

"I'm not going to do that," Mr. Huntoon said. 
"We don't have an issue ... there's nothing that's come be- 
fore us. They're trying to drag us into (the situation). They 
wanted to know if we have any contentions or objections 
to (the project)." 

Chairman Laboa concurred, adding the YMCA 
has yet to petition the Board of Selectmen for any use of 
the property in question. 

Lastly, Mr. Huntoon said he received bids for 
installing a new water filtration system at Rochester Me-

agreement to that effect, (but) Mr. Sol was not interested 
in signing the agreement." 

Mr. Sol said he didn't want to discuss the mat- 
ter without Mr. Eldridge present and he abruptly left the 
meeting.

instruct him or her to water, feed, prune, and talk to one 
plant, while intentionally neglecting the other one.

Aeon Flux. Starring Charlize Theron and 
Marton Csokas. Directed by Karyn Kusama. 
Running time: 93 minutes. MPAA rating: 
PG-13. 

Inaugurated as part of the trippy Liquid Televi- 
sion block of MTV in the early '90s, Peter Chung's 
Aeon Flux sped along stylishly and plotlessly. In its 
first short segments, the angular and deadly Aeon 
died at the end of every clip. Art objects in and of 
themselves, watchable in any order, the expanded 
1995 episodes brazenly ignored any sense of continuity. Chung's aesthetic 
— anime by way of Egon Schiele — couldn't be more different from that 
of Karyn Kusama, who wrote and directed the intimate independent film 
Girlfight five years ago. A gritty drama about a girl (Michelle Rodriguez) 
with deep anger that found expression in the boxing ring — and worth ten 
of the mawkish Million Dollar Baby — the movie found power in closely 
observed details like crude Magic-Markered signs in the gym, or overattended 
parties in neat but tacky homes. 

I can' t think of a goodreason that we are now looking at Karyn Kusama's 
Aeon Flux, other than Kusama's previously stated jones to make a sci-fi 
flick, and the cosmetic connection of two-fisted feminism. On the evidence, 
Kusama is far better at evoking the real world than at creating a new one, 
and she's absolute rubbish at big action scenes. In her hands — or, rather, in 
the oafish hands of screenwriters Phil Hay and Matt Manfredi — Aeon Flux 
becomes this year's Matrix wannabe, and less intelligent and enjoyable than 
MTV's other transplant to the big screen, Beavis and Butt-Head Do America. 
(B&B-H creator Mike Judge once said that the studio wanted a live-action 
Beavis and Butt-Head movie, with Adam Sandler and David Spade. That 
studio exec finally got his/her wish with Aeon Flux, which should' ve been 
an animated feature.) 

Charlize Theron's Aeon Flux looks sensational in an early scene, 
wearing a veil that doubles as a cowl; the effect is both elegant and pulpy, 
like Gayle Hunnicutt's cat-suited, masked heroine in Georges Franju's 
Shadowman. Aeon curls tongues with a man in the street, receiving a mouth- 
to-mouth pill that takes her into a headspace meeting with a fright-wigged 
Frances McDormand. The unexplained freakiness of this is true to the tone 
of Chung's toon, though nothing else is. Aeon is on a mission to take down 




Trevor Goodchild (Marton Csokas), the leader of a sterile, oppressive city 
circa 241 5, where a surviving five million people live walled off from nature 
and are subject to periodic disappearances. The relationship between Aeon 
and Trevor lacks the gnarled complexity of the animated series, and is rather 
too neatly capped by an underwhelming plot twist. 

After Girlfight, which painted a picture with nary a white face without 
making a big point of it, how could Kusama be satisfied with a movie in 
which the pale, almost Aryan heroine (she even has a Hitler 'do at times) 
teams up with a black sidekick (Sophie Okonedo) who has hands where her 
feet should be — like a monkey? This sidekick also betrays Aeon due to a 
misunderstanding caused by Trevor's scheming brother Oren (Jonny Lee 
Miller) — you just can't get good help these days. Aeon Flux has its show- 
stoppers, like a field of razor-sharp grass, but overall the script doesn't even 
try to duplicate Chung's art-school ingenuity. The cartoon was intended, 
in part, as a parody of empty, self-resolving action blowouts; Paramount, 
perversely or perhaps spitefully, has returned Aeon Flux to what it once 
transcended. 

Maybe Charlize Theron wanted to glam up and kick ass. But she doesn't 
have Aeon's slinky physique — no actress does — so she just runs through 
her paces, sustaining a highly publicized spine trauma in the process, and 
for what? To become yet another femme action figure in a dumbed-down 
Saturday-night flick for teenagers? There isn' t a hint of the actress who earned 
her Oscar for Monster in this blank performance (Theron has been better 
even in such crap as Trapped andThe Astronaut's Wife). She's about the only 
eye candy on the screen; with ready-made storyboards from the show, the 
movie opts for schlock-deco architecture and uninspired costuming. By the 
time poor Pete Postlethwaite shows up in an outfit that makes him look like 
a pink raisin in a pickle jar, Aeon Flux has traded Peter Chung's iconoclastic 
incomprehensibility for big-studio incomprehensibility. Guns go off, stuff 
blows up, and Karyn Kusama's voice, so loud and strong in Girlfight, gets 
drowned out — hopefully not forever.

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Off the Mark, Everyday

Those who grew up with Gary Larson's since-retired 
The Far Side single-panel comic series have to appreciate 
Massachusetts' own Mark Parisi for carrying on the fine 
tradition of quick-witted humor that is always short, sweet 
and to the point. Taking his cue from the adage that a single 
picture — or in his case, a single drawing — can be worth 
1,000 words, Mr. Parisi delivers time and again with his 
long-running series off the mark, which has been proudly 
featured in The Wanderer for many years. 

Although he claims to have been drawing cartoons "since 
(he) could hold a pencil," the Gloucester, MA native finally 
caught his big break in 1987 when off the mark was first 
published. 

"I experimented with character strips, but I never really 
got the knack," Mr. Parisi said. "Gary Larson was certainly a 
big influence and the success of The Far Side really prompted 
me to give (single-panel cartoons) a shot." 

Of course, there are pros and cons to doing a one -panel 
regular cartoon series. Granted, you only have to draw and ink 
one illustration ... but then again, you're limited to delivering 
a visual joke with a single image and short caption. 

"My mind seemed to work (better) with a one-shot panel 
than a comic strip," Mr. Parisi admitted. "I kept trying to write 
jokes (for the comic strips), but this came more naturally to 
me." 

And just where does he get his often quirky ideas? 

"Sometimes I'm lucky and I'll just see something that 
will trigger an idea," Mr. Parisi said. "Sometimes it will just 
start with (an idea) like I want to do something about how 
small cell phones are getting ... and I take it from there." 

As a longtime fan of Mr. Parisi's work, I'll readily confess 
that it is his often-dark, sometimes-twisted sense of humor 
that I most identify with. A personal favorite of mine was 
the image of a man brushing his teeth alongside the Grim 
Reaper, who's doing the same. The punchline: 7:38, Thursday 
morning. Clyde Belmont has a brush with Death. 

In addition to the aforementioned Gary Larson, Mr. 
Parisi also cites Peanuts creator Charles Schulz as a major 
influence, and the slightly askew paraodies found in Mad 
Magazine. 

"I was very into Mad Magazine, " Mr. Parisi said. "I just 
liked the whole counterculture attitude of it." 

Now widely syndicated through United Features, Mr. 
Parisi's off the mark is produced from his home studio in 
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Melrose, MA, where he works nearly everyday on ideas and 
drawings. 

"I generally write on Monday and Tuesday, draw it on 
Wednesday, ink it on Thursday, and play golf on Friday," Mr. 
Parisi said. "I don't have a (strict) system, really." 

Years of producing both a black-and-white daily car- 
toon series and a color Sunday panel have ballooned into a 
veritable one-man industry, and Mr. Parisi's off the mark can 
now be seen on t-shirts, greeting cards, books, and even an 
annual page-a-day calendar. In fact, when the company which 
previously produced the off the mark calendar went out of 
business, our parent company, Wanderer Communications, 
agreed to publish the 2006 calendar for Mr. Parisi — if only 
to ensure that everyone here in The Wanderer office would 
continue to have an off the mark calendar on their desks.
